experience with veterinary medicine 
covers almost exactly half century. During 
this time there have been tremendous changes. 
Science was its infancy 1910 when 
began perusing the catalogues veterinary 
schools, and that 
time touched 
veterinary medi- 
cine rather lightly. 
That was true also 
for human medi- 
cine. Most veteri- 
narians that 
time were gradu- 
ates the old pro- 
prietary schools 
were graduates 
the school hard 
knocks. Most vet- 
erinarians who had 
had the benefit 
formal training 
were careful put the words Graduate Vet- 
erinarian their letterheads distinguish 
them from the non-graduates who were 
plentiful most parts the country. 

The old proprietary veterinary schools were 
operated for the sole purpose turning out 
practitioners. These schools prided themselves 
being “practical,” that is, they did not con- 
cern themselves much with the sciences 
upon which true profession must built 
but rather upon the art and practice deal- 
ing with ailing animals and their owners. 
They dealt little with the principles diag- 
nosis and therapy but supplied numerous pre- 
scriptions that would cure everything with 
which animals were supposed afflicted. 
The science pharmacology had not yet been 
born and the journals were filled with ad- 
vertisements for wonderful new drugs that the 
materia-medica texts and the pharmacopeia 
have long since dropped useless. Hollow 
horn and wolf-in-the-tail 1910 had been 
dropped the graduate veterinarians al- 
though not the non-graduates. Excepting 
anthrax and blackleg, most the deaths 
cattle seemed from hemorrhagic septi- 
cemia which there were lung forms, in- 
testinal forms, brain forms, and skin forms, 
besides the fulminating septicemic type. Every 
practitioner had his favorite remedies, the 
formulae for which guarded jealously, 
especially from his colleagues who were re- 
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discussion presented the CVMA Conven- 
tion, San Francisco, June 27-29, 1960.

garded more business competitors than 
professional colleagues. 

Most veterinarians 1910 were primarily 
interested horses. Cattle and swine were 
beginning interest many the “graduate” 
veterinarians, but much that work was still 
done the non-graduate “horse doctors” and 
“cow doctors.” Few practitioners either 
type had much knowledge of, any interest 
in, the diseases dogs and cats. Some minis- 
tered these species only when they were 
the property good, horse-owning clients, 
and often the work was done free per- 
sonal favor. The spaying females repre- 
sented large fraction the canine practice 
great many practitioners. The usual fee, 
when any fee was charged for this service, 
was $5.00. 

The profession 1910, could properly 
called profession that time, was not 
held very high esteem the public. Most 
practitioners had offices livery stables, 
around public markets industrial areas 
cities, most them had little general educa- 
tion culture, and far too many them, 
trying appear genteel, succeeded only 
making caricatures themselves soiled 
clothing, smelling horses. nationally 
prominent member the profession around 
the turn the century was affectionately 
known “Old Spot” because was always 
turned out fashionable, light-colored suits 
which invariably soon bore the marks his 
trade the form spots blood, iodine, 
fluid extract belladonna, tobacco juice, and 
horse manure. 

Coincidentally with World War II, Henry 
Ford was changing the veterinary world, 
well the rest it, the replacing the 
horse with motor power. City veterinarians 
found their practices diminishing fast, and 
their country and small town colleagues were 
only slightly better off. Some took other 
work retired, but the more aggressive and 
progressive ones began the process trans- 
forming their practices into the field small 
animal diseases. was fortunate for them that 
this time great interest pet com- 
panion animals began this country. 

was this time, too, that advancing edu- 
cational standards began catching with the 
proprietary schools, forcing them out busi- 
ness. The weak but better tax-supported 
veterinary schools had take over the edu- 
cational task for the profession. For years, 
ten these schools had carry the burden 
but wasn’t very heavy burden for about 
these years, since students were few. 
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Not many that time were interested 
veterinary medicine. Pessimism the ranks 
the profession the horse population 
gradually diminished, and general feeling 
that there was future this field, appear 
have been the factors responsible for lack 
interest prospective students. 

the country emerged from the great in- 
dustrial depression the 30’s, small animal 
practice was growing rapidly, and good roads 
and automobiles enabled country practitioners 
cover much larger territories and lose 
less time traveling than formerly. Also the 
value farm animals increased greatly. All 
these made the profession look brighter 
and young men again sought entrance vet- 
erinary schools numbers. Now besieged 
with plenty applicants for admission, the 
schools found possible what they had 
long wanted do, that is, raise their entrance 
requirements and exercise some control over 
the quality the persons who sought enter 
the profession. These two factors have trans- 
formed the profession. They have been more 
important than anything else elevating the 
prestige the profession from its unenviable 
position half century ago one re- 
spectability and some honor today. 

The proprietary schools educated large num- 
bers veterinarians their hey-day which 
was the 20-year period ending with World 
War 1920 the veterinary population 
reached peak, from which there was re- 
cession which lasted for about years. 
was not until the mid-40’s that the population 
again reached the numerical level which had 
been attained 1920. The ten state-supported 
schools were struggling during the latter part 
this period cope with flood appli- 
cants. This pressure caused seven new schools 
established between 1945 and 1950, and 
one more was set later. was only with 
the help these additional schools that 
has been possible begin the process catch- 
ing with the demand for veterinarians 
this country. This still progress. Whether 
the present number schools will suffice for 
the job, the future will have decide. 

Human beings follow their animal instincts 
“where the grass greenest.” Private 
veterinary practice easier and generally 
more remunerative when deals with pet 
animals than when concerned with farm 
livestock, and this has drawn many men from 
country into city practices. apologies need 
made, for the small animal practitioners 
are satisfying public demand, and making 
contribution society bringing pleasure 
and happiness many, and perhaps keeping 
more city people out our mental institu- 
tions than would otherwise be, were they 
denied the companionship their animal 
friends. There does not appear any 
critical shortage small animal practitioners, 
yet more and more the new graduates are 
absorbed this specialty. Fortunately, there 
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are considerable number people who 
not like the confinement cities and small 
animal hospitals, and these that serve 
our rural areas. not have enough 
these unfortunately, and haven’t had 
enough since the end the depression fol- 
lowing the first World War. These, like the 
rest us, have tended pursue the things 
that interested them most, were perhaps the 
easiest do, and the most profitable. They 
avoided other tasks that did not appeal 
them, were not remunerative, which 
they did not feel well prepared perform. 
consequence they neglected some kinds 
work with the result that laymen have 
largely dominated the fields animal nutri- 
tion, artificial insemination, poultry 
diseases, and food hygiene—subjects that 
logically belong the purview the profes- 
sion. The profession cannot blamed for 
these regrettable lapses; simply have not 
had enough manpower all that might 
have been done. The veterinary schools are 
often blamed for this situation, but have 
already pointed out that for long period the 
schools were starving for students and most 
the “lost causes” mentioned, were lost dur- 
ing the period when the profession was not 
popular means livelihood. 

the present time the veterinary profes- 
sion offers reasonably satisfactory livelihood 
for those who are interested its applications, 
and enjoy working this field. Compensa- 
tion for one’s services not measured solely 
currency. Many those who are most 
successful veterinary medicine probably 
would have been equally successful any 
other area they might have chosen for their 
life’s work. They might have enjoyed greater 
incomes had they decided sell real estate 
build highways, but they enjoy veterinary 
medicine more than selling real estate 
building roads they are fortunate. According 
philosophy man’s work ought, pos- 
sible, something that enjoys doing. 
One lives only once earth and much that 
time occuvied his work, why should 
spend most his life doing things that 

Some the profession grumble because 
they feel the profession not sufficiently ap- 
preciated the public. not think there 
very much basis for such feeling. 
generally the less successful who have this 
feeling, least are most vocal about it. 
have come long way living down our 
“horse doctor” heritage. Anyway, little good 
will come from complaining. Prestige some- 
thing that cannot bought with complaints, 
advertising. something that must 
earned bought with acts and deeds. Each 
member engaged buying some level 
prestige his locality, and the prestige 
the profession whole simply the sum 
total that its individual members.

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who are interested improving the prestige 
their profession should careful see that 
their contribution raises rather 
than lowers the average. 

Prestige and compensation have relation- 
ship, financial well other respects. 
There are those this well other walks 
life who are more interested ways 
collecting more for their services than im- 
proving their services that more earned. 
private enterprise, collections for services 
are important, but profession the methods 
and ethics the market place should never 
assume greater importance than the ideal 
service. recent years have been hear- 
ing more and more from those who apparently 
would make business rather than pro- 
fession out veterinary medicine. There are 
many complaints about drug stores and supply 
houses advertising and selling drugs and bio- 
logics directly owners. This is, course, 
deplorable situation not because robs 
veterinary practitioners from revenue but be- 
cause encourages and stimulates the use 
such products indiscriminately which 
great waste and tax the cost produc- 
ing animal foods and fibre. Many veteri- 
narians, unfortunately, engage the same 
business. the extent that veterinary prac- 
titioners engage selling products their 
clients used without specific diagnosis, 
they are culpable the large “non-ethical” 
companies they criticize. 

Since the end the Second World War the 
organization agriculture the United 
States has been rapidly changing. These 
changes will undoubtedly continue and 
further than they have far. Among the 
certainties the future are: that our popu- 
lation will continue increase rapidly, that 
will have more land devoted 
agriculture, and that our people will resist 
any lowering their living standards which 
means that they will demand diet containing 
much meat, meat products, milk, and eggs 
present. will have the problem 
many more people feed with little 
additional facilities for food production. This 
situation demands greater efficiency the 
production process, and the greatest oppor- 
tunity for such improvement the elimi- 
nation waste, large part which due 
the ravages disease. 

Nordquist and Pals, the 1956 Yearbook 
the U.S.D.A., entitled “Keeping Animals 
Healthy,” estimated that the loss from animal 
diseases the United States 1954 amounted 
$2,420,000,000 this figure representing 
about per cent the total value agri- 
cultural production that year and about 
per cent the total income from livestock. 
This stupendous sum, even bacteriolo- 
gists, and economists who try keep track 


the national budget. were divide 
this total the number veterinarians who 
were country practice that time, assum- 
ing the latter number about 10,000, will 
come out with nearly $250,000 per man. These 
losses could not wholly prevented vet- 
erinary service were utilized the 
fullest degree, but would hazard guess that 
they could halved. this true, full 
utilization veterinary services could have 
saved the country almost $1.5 billion, aver- 
age more than $120,000 per veterinarian. 
This wasteful practice significant 


Our farms are rapidly diminishing num- 
ber and increasing size. The numbers 
people engaged farming now represent only 
about per cent our population and less 
than half these produce nearly per cent 
our farm products. generation ago most 
our farms were small, one-family enter- 
prises but farming now the road toward 
big business. There much more money in- 
vested the individual units than earlier, there 
are many more acres the average unit, and 
the size and quality the herds and flocks 
improving. These changes result many im- 
provements efficiency but they also make 
disease control not only more difficult but 
more necessary since the hazards and stakes 
are greater. The operation these larger 
units will require more intelligence, more 
business sense, and more specialized knowl- 
edge than has been needed for successful oper- 
ation the smaller units the past. 
inevitable, seems me, that veterinarians 
will play larger role the situation than 
they have the past. With much larger in- 
vestments stake, good businessmen will 
protect their investments from losses, and 
even disasters, employing good advice 
they can get disease control and pre- 
vention. such places probable that 
many the routine jobs, now largely done 
veterinarians, will done laymen 
under the direction veterinarians. Veteri- 
narians can employ their time better than 
use for drawing routine blood and milk 
samples, making many routine prophylactic 
vaccinations, cattle, castrating pigs, 
and trimming hooves, all operations for which 
laymen can easily trained. Under such 
conditions veterinarians will cease worry 
about the direct sales biologics and drugs 
from manufacturers farmers, since fewer 
farmers will buying them their own 
initiative anyway. 

Will there need for more veterinarians 
the future than now? Will they pri- 
vate practice now? Will they employed 
contract? Will they full-time employees? 
can only speculate the correct answers 
these questions. There are enough indica- 
tions now, however, make possible specu- 
lations which are much more firm than wild 
guesses.

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seems that veterinarians who spe- 
cialize small animal practice will neces- 
sarily still private practitioners 1970 
and 1980 for pet owners will always in- 
dividuals, and each these will have seek 
service individually. For those who cater 
light horse practice, the same will true. 
For those who depend largely wholly 
farm animals—cattle, sheep, swine, and poul- 
try—it looks the future would lead 
great increases contract practice full- 
time employment; the former the smaller 
the integrated units and the latter the 
larger. 

this prospect bad? Not necessarily. 
present one the great problems rural 
practice the large amount time the prac- 
titioner wastes sitting behind the wheel 
his car. Three four times many hours 
ere spent the road cach day are spert 
actual work with patients. this can 
reduced eliminated, our present number 
practitioners can several times much 
work, today’s volume work can done 
fewer men. Since believe that much 


more veterinary work will done the 
future than done today, doubt that can 
get along with fewer practitioners rural 
practice and may need more.

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Some have said that the veterinary schools 
are not changing their curricula prepare 
their graduates for the changing situation. 
What would these have the schools do? 
have heard specific suggestions. the 
future, prevention undoubtedly will 
more important than “trouble-shooting” 
which has been our principal activity the 
past. think that all schools have been em- 
phasizing prevention for some years spite 
the fact that private practice did not give 
their graduates very full opportunity 
exercise their knowledge. The future will, 
sure, bring greater opportunity apply 
preventive medicine than ever before. The 
necessity for prevention far more pressing 
large units than small, for the losses will 
far greater, and the greater business knowl- 
eige that will govern the larger units will 
more fully appreciate the economic advantage 
prevention over attempt cure after dis- 
ease strikes. 

How does one prepare for changes the 
application his professional knowledge such 
that which apparently starirg the 
face? not change which requires the 
acquisition new knowledge for new 
principles are involved. will require 
different kind thinking, however, change 
successfully from the practice treatment- 
after-trouble-comes the prevention dis- 
ease problems. The business aspects prac- 
tice will change only that practitioners will 
work for one, few clients, instead 
many. These clients will harder satisfy 
than many the past and will more dis- 
criminating with reference the quality 
the work done. The veterinarians who are 
highly successful will those who not only 
have learned get along with other 
people but who are able ard willing deliver 
technical service high order. Their fail- 
ures will more obvious than the past. 
and will more difficult for incompetents 
conceal their shortcomings. the other 
hand those who give good service will have 
opportunities for greater remuneration than 
present since they will able render 
greater service. 

see reason for pessimism about the 
future prospects veterinary practice with 
farm animals. Vertical integration and the de- 
velopment larger economic units way 
which greater capital and greater 
being brought into farming, which has been 
suffering for some years because has been 
relatively unorganized industry not 
very well competition highly organized 
society. Veterinary practice with farm ani- 
mals can reasonably expected improve 
the economic status the industry serves 
improves. belief that young men 
intelligence and character, who have love 
for animals, should encouraged believe 
that careers veterinary medicine are more 
vromising today than they have ever been 
the past.

—of what best for this animal, medically 
speaking. must not afraid communi- 
cate with our client. must endeavor 
have groups such our associations, through 
our public relations units, keep the public 
informed the newspapers, television and 
any other means communication. not 
true that the public does not care that the 
newspapers will not print this matter. They 
print it. are doing very good job 
this California. are not doing the 
job that would like do, but are doing 
well, and unsatisfactory say that 
look what are doing violation 
our present code ethics. 

Now, these things have speak about. 
must re-evaluate our problems; must 
re-evaluate ourselves. must fit into the 
community which live, and must not 
deny the fact that are part that 
community. owe ourselves assert 
that fact.

You small ani- 
mal men: 25-million our 26-million dog 
population protect against distemper, there 
are only one million now being treated, vac- 
cinated. You have least million dogs 
that are not being vaccinated for rabies. The 
cat population growing, say nothing 
the millions pet birds that one day will 
become important field practice. 


Your technical schools and knowledge were 
never higher level. The quality service 
the public receives today many times better 
than was just short ten years ago. So, 
there are many things that are right with small 
animal practice; large animal practice well. 
You men agricultural practice have tre- 
mendous challenge finding the better ways 
reduce our preventable losses, which Dean 
Hagan told you all about. But you have some- 
thing else that didn’t mention, and that 
that there further great opportunity for 
eradicating and brucellosis, well 
maintaining our supply milk, meat, and 
poultry. So, you see you are really living 
golden age opportunity, and lot things 
that are right about the profession and its 
future that should not unnoticed. 

course, there are few problems. The 
one big change that has occurred the Ameri- 
can way life during the past years 
the emergence the public interest the 
prime motivation for changes our daily 
lives. have great extent become 
welfare state with the welfare going perhaps 
unequally the large groups our popula- 
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tion who have found the power get their 
objectives through peaceful revolution that 
continuously going and activated 
our representatives and duly elected public 
servants. 

Some may not approve having 
that done, but there generally more ap- 
proval than disapproval it, and that 
democracy.

And the rest this 
Dr. Hagan gave you few minutes ago. 

There just one thing that would like 
mention which pet subject mine. 
Dr. Hagan didn’t mention it, and that is, 
before all professions will licensed prac- 
tice for set term years instead for life, 
with repeat examinations the end the 
license period. The frailties the human 
mind and body are resulting hazard 
the public welfare when licenses are issued 
for life. think this great opportunity for 
the veterinary profession show its concern 
for public welfare, and take the lead 
instituting periodic examinations for its mem- 
bers. The question not whether not 
going convenient good for all the in- 
dividual practitioners. whether not 
the public interest. think you, your- 
selves, know far better than the public where 
some examinations might required.

RUSSELL RICHARDS, Dairy Specialist, California Farm Bureau Federation 


1954 the Federal people ran some surveys 
and they found some penicillin milk. They 
ran some samples and found substantial 
amount this antibiotic our dairy products, 
and called together panel experts ask 
them what they thought was the effect 
penicillin humans—particularly when 

was found milk. 

The panel came 

with opinion that 

was very possible 
where there were 
people who were ex- 
tremely sensitive 
penicillin, there 
could some reac- 
tion these folks, 
and would not 
too favorable. 
The Federal Food 
and Drug people be- 
gan take little 
RUSSELL D. RICHARDS more interest in this, 
running more sur- 
veys, bringing the problem little more 
the front, and then last year when had 
the cranberry situation, they that they 
would enforce regulations the Miller Act, 
and ultimately the Delaney Amendment. 

About this same time the dairy industry, 
far the processors and distributors were 
concerned, were finding some losses—some 
economic losses, cheeses and some the 
other products where the cultures were being 
lost because there was penicillin present. The 
industry, itself, wasn’t doing too much about 
that time, because didn’t have good 
antibiotic tests. The dairy men had felt that 
penicillin was one these antibiotics that was 
certainly life-saver them. They were 
using for mastitis and many the other 
common ailments that were found their 
cattle. They were using lot it, and they 
were using fast and free, and they did not 
necessarily know how much, care, frankly, 
about the problem that was involved that 
time. can recall that think was felt that 
when you had mastitis cow you slugged her 
with penicillin, and when you milked her 
pretty clean was time ship. have cer- 
tainly found this not too good situation 
have, and not the proper way handle it. 

After the cranberry situation the Food and 
Drug people felt that they must take some 
action this, they aimed their activity 
the processor level and made very clear 
that they would condemn and impound prod- 
ucts which antibiotics were found. The 


*Presented before the House of Delegates, CVMA, 
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distributors, turn, cracked down the 
producers. Tests were found for checking 
antibiotics milk, and the distributors told 
their producers that where these antibiotics 
were found their contracts would certainly 
either cancelled the milk would 
held up. other words, their right ship 
the companies would definitely curtailed 
their action continued. 

About this time the Federal Food and Drug 
people asked Advisory Committee they had 
working with them say how much residue, 
how much antibiotics, how much pesticides 
could found milk and still safe for the 
general public. This committee said that be- 
cause dairy products were used widely 
people all ages there should residues, 
foreign products milk all. So, they 
set tolerance zero. interesting note, 
and colleagues the Farm Bureau who 
worked with other commodities gave kind 
bad time about this: They say the dairy 
industry kind high and mighty its 
claims that our products have been clean for 
many years, and here are being forced 
have zero tolerance. are not sure that 
this the only thing that healthy; for some 
people maybe little tolerance would all 
right, but because our advertising and the 
way have been living for many years, 
they know can only accept the zero 
situation. 


Well, find right this time that there 
are little antibiotics milk. The dairy 
industry has done good job cleaning 
this matter. are using antibiotics very 
cautiously the barns, taking them out 
the reach the hired help; having them used 
under very strict supervision, and then being 
very careful the length time wait 
before the milk shipped. 


think personally that the antibiotic situa- 
tion and pesticide situation, but particularly 
the antibiotic matter, has been good for the 
dairyman. are getting the situation under 
control. are saving money, because 
are not using many antibiotics, and without 
doubt are developing better management 
careful the use these medicines. 

speaking milk contaminants and in- 
discriminate sales drugs, ask myself, this 
actually the problem? this indiscriminate 
sale drugs the thing that lies the root 
our problem? felt that perhaps the real 
matter was milk contaminants and promiscu- 
ous use drugs. think this the hurdle that 
all have overcome. are using many 
these antibiotics for very common animal 
disease. not the rare animal disease that

Inasmuch term delegate the 
AVMA completed, this report will more 
lengthy than usual, desire point out 
certain matters which judgment are 
important our organization. 

The operation the House Delegates 
becomes easier now that are accustomed 
the procedure the reference committee. 
speeds action and assures that each proposition 
receives careful consideration. While the out- 
sider gets little satisfaction from attending 
such session, actually the business before 
the House receives more careful scrutiny than 
when all matters were handled the floor. 

Most the business was outlined and copies 
provided each delegate June. therefore 
had time consider these matters well 
advance the meeting. 

The reports the officers revealed good 
year for the Association. The year should 
close with membership 15,000. This 
remarkable when realize that 1950 there 
were 10,300 members. Total income this year 
will exceed $700,000.00. the policy set 
aside 10% each year reserve fund. 

The publications are receiving constant at- 
tention and effort being made improve 
them. Read them regularly and watch for 
more changes. 

Another conference for Secretaries the 
Constituent Associations scheduled for No- 
vember. These meetings are expected 
very helpful all our organizations. 

believe the public relations and publicity 
programs are making progress. 

President Scheidy’s address covered all 
points the California resolutions and his 
thinking was similar ours. 

The first proposal would provide for nomina- 
tion candidates for the offices vice-presi- 
dent and president-elect the House 
Delegates. Ballots would mailed all 
members good standing, returned 
the central office certain date where 
special board tellers would count the ballots 
and the results would reported the 
Journal.

This believed desirable since 
event the president-elect president are 
unable serve the vice-president’s duties are 
automatically changed necessity requires 
these responsibilities, should have much 
possible provide. further provides that 
the duties the vice-president directed 
the executive board. President Scheidy 
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said not adopt these provisions 
should eliminate the office. 

Another proposal would provide per-diem 
plus expenses for the president when away 
from home Association business. 

The other our proposals would change 
the voting power accordance with the num- 
ber AVMA members residing the State. 
This would increase our vote from seven 
ten. believe there will little opposition 
this and that will adopted. 


Proposals advanced others are: 


1. That a separate section of the scientific program 
be set up devoted to regulatory activities. 

2. The intergration of membership is referred. to 
the new committee that will write the proposed 
changes. 


3. Provisions for review of quarantine regulations 
which govern the importation of cattle and sheep 
together with the desirability of a quarantine station 
on the Pacific Coast. 


4. The desirability of an economic survey similar 
to the one of 1955. 


5. That the Ladies Auxiliary be authorized to help 
raise funds for the Research Fund. 


There were several other proposals pre- 
sented, but these are the ones most general 
interest. They were referred the Committee 
Constitution and By-Laws and they will 
voted upon for final approval next year.

sists preamble and six very general para- 
graphs supported the interpretations and 
reports concerning ethics, which have been 
made recent years. There was much re- 
luctance accepting this was thought 
too general.

the dairyman will undertake handle him- 
self. these everyday things—mastitis, 
milk fever, and similar diseases—that work 
with and have often the dairy farm, 
that after see the veterinarian work 
these things, think might able 
the jobs ourselves. So, feel that long 
dairymen continue treat their own ani- 
mals, that not bad thing. The dairymen 
want it, and know the veterinarians out our 
way want it, too. They don’t want take 
long trips and use their valuable time, 
perhaps treating one two animals. 

Let’s assume that this does put medicines 
and antibiotics the hands the dairyman. 
Now, the fact remains result the Food 
and Drug pressure that the dairyman uses 
drugs wrong fashion very much 
trouble. With this threat loss contract 
has handle these drugs the proper 
fashion. 

Referring back indiscriminate sale 
don‘t think, again, that the crux 
our particular problem. don’t think the 
correction that necessarily going mean 
that are going correct the whole prob- 
lem antibiotics and residues, because 
whether the dairyman gets from his veter- 
inarian—who might leave carton penicil- 
lin the barn and tell him “you ahead 
and use this for your cattle’—or whether 
gets the stuff somewhere else, the way 
uses that really going get him 
trouble with his contract. 

the error application, and/or ignor- 
ance the part the dairyman, himself; 
the one who sells the dairyman, and, even 
though hesitate say here, sometimes 
the part the veterinarian. Whatever the 
cause, residues are found, the man with- 
out contract; the dairyman loses his market, 
and the veterinarian loses his customer. Today 
the veterinarian and the dairyman are in- 
volved these common problems. First 
all, have maintain production; second, 
our animals have kept healthy, and 
third—and not naming these order, 
certainly—is the matter keeping milk free 
from residues. 

Where are going with this? The future 
the important thing for all us—for your- 
selves veterinarians, for our people the 
dairy industry. the goals clean milk, 
healthy animals and maximum production are 
achieved, believe there must some 
changes pushed along, and they must 
pushed along rapidly. 

Veterinarians are going have prescribe 
for their customers, terms not only blood 
levels, but terms milk residue levels. 
This going call for specific research 
the amount residue that can left over 
certain length time set medicine ap- 


plied certain manner, whether direct- 
into the udders, through the vein, under 
the skin. 


When have this information going 
the duty the veterinarians and people 
like ourselves certain that this informa- 
tion thoroughly digested the dairyman 
who going use many these medicines, 
Number two, think are going have 
see more and more dairyman-veterinarian 
relationship, which shifts herd health 
basis. Too often the dairyman waits until the 
last minute call the veterinarian. think 
are going have see, more and more, 
the veterinarian with his dairyman. 

think are going have have the 
extension service this; and the VMA, cer- 
tainly, finding the ways that they can offer 
their services broad basis, rather than 
per call basis. There will have some 
standard procedures developed and programs 
for some our commoner animal diseases. 
have done some tremendous work mastitis. 
Whether have found the exact answer 
the mastitis problem, don’t know. 


This approach better understanding and 
closer cooperation would seem the logical 
move could make help your profession 
and assist our industry. think will make 
for more confidence the veterinarian. 
will make the dairymen rely prescribing 
medicines they will have use their cattle; 
the method treatment, and think that 
eventually the relationship grows then that 
will the sort perfection their many 
abilities. 

develop this herd health program 
are going take the residue problem 
stride. Our people who ignore expert advice 
and buy outside the veterinarian trade, will 
find themselves trouble the residue front, 
and are going find some residues sooner 
later. also feel strongly that any veterinarian 
who does not fully understand all the residue 
milk ramifications will find himself without 
the customers needs, least the dairy 
both sides. 


certainly very optimistic about the 
residue situation. think that this some- 
thing that part the dairyman’s destiny 
that has control himself. not like 
the pesticide situation, outside our control. 
know will placing more and more 
faith you, and will have turn you 
for more and more our problems. the 
same token think that are going have 
ask you these questions, and you are going 
have have some answers for that 
perhaps you didn’t have consider before. 
So, amounts job for both us. know 
that with the help your Association, and 
veterinarians all over the state, that are 
going stay top this residue problem, 
and are going come out good shape.

Tests Thyroid Function 


Thyroid insufficiency the dog often 
manifested clinically obesity, lethargy, 
alopoecia and myxedema. These clinical signs 
are non-specific nature and may exist 
variety conditions. They may may not 
related the thyroid. For the confirmation 
tentative diagnosis thyroid disease, 
number laboratory procedures which have 
been shown associated with thyroid 
activity are available the clinician. 

moderate normocytic normochromic ane- 
mia sometimes associated with hypothy- 
roidism the dog. This true anemia and 
has also been observed man and experi- 
mental animals. The stained blood smear 
generally shows little evidence active 
erythrogenesis such poly- 
chromatophilia nucleated red cells. The 
blood picture more characteristically one 
hypoplasia. Leptocytosis may promi- 
nent the stained blood smear. This type 
anemia, however, not diagnostic for hypo- 
thyroidism but rather characteristic 
general class anemia associated with neo- 
plasia, chronic infection, etc. Therefore, 
cases unexplained hypoplastic anemia, 
hypothyroidism should considered 
possible causative condition. 


There are, however, number other tests 
more specific for thyroid activity: 

Basal Metabolic Rate (BMR): This test 
measures the consumption the entire 
organism under standard conditions and has 
been widely utilized test thyroid func- 
tion man. has found little application 
veterinary medicine due the difficulty 
holding animals under basal conditions. 

Cholesterol: Elevated serum plasma cho- 
lesterol usually associated with hypothy- 
roidism and has been considerable aid 
diagnosis.

Probable Cause and Treatment

History 


For many years ranches certain volcanic 
soil areas have had major problem with 
White Muscle Disease calves and lambs. 
Some years losses run high forty per cent 
individual herds. these same ranches 
another problem has existed also. This con- 
dition characterized unthrifty animals 
with diarrhea varying degrees. occurs 
animals all ages but particularly the 
weaning yearling class. Due the fact 
that these animals are irrigated pasture 
various internal parasites can demonstrated 
such stomach worms, nodular worms, and 
flukes. Treatment with anthelmintics have not 
been successful. Diarrhea persists and weight 
gains are only fair. Antibiotics and antidiar- 
rheals have been used without success. 


During this year 1960, effort 
control White Muscle Disease, calves and 
lambs these ranches were injected birth 
with new product experimental basis. 
The results date have been excellent. Some 
time later one the ranchers was discussing 
the problem and the question what 
with the problem diarrheas that haven’t re- 
sponded treatment. that time con- 
versation had had with Agricultural 
Chemist from Australia was remembered.

The results were 
almost unbelievable. calves injected were 
having normal stools the end five days. 
The controls registered change. All animals 
were maintained the same feed. The owner 
was extremely pleased.

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Some men have the faculty exerting 
tremendous impact those with whom they 


mingle, without appearing so. Just 
such person Dr. Otis Longley, who has 
left decided mark the annals veteri- 
nary progress California. 


Otis, the son Otis A., Sr., and Matilda Ann 
Hecox, was born Santa Cruz, California, 
January 20, 1880, and besides being pioneer 
his own field, veritable son pioneer 
settlers. 

His paternal grandfather came this state 
sailing around Cape Horn 1866. His 
maternal grandfather arrived 1846, having 
crossed the continent part the cele- 
brated Donner Party. left the Party 
Reno, crossing the mountains just before the 
storms, and just missed the catastrophy 
that befell the original group. settled 
Santa Cruz and later became the last Alcalde 
that city under the Mexican Government. 

Dr. Longley’s mother was born Soquel 
1846, where her family had sawmill. His 
father died when was and went 
work tea and coffee shop four dollars 
week. 

After period started working 
open the store a.m. and closed 
was now years old. 

his 17th year, giving his age 18, 
took his first examination for assistant phar- 
macist, and year later passed his examina- 
tion registered pharmacist. After working 
drugstores San Jose and Lompoc, 
went the Cutter Drug Store Fresno. 
was while Otis was with Cutter that the latter 
the Cutter Laboratories, now Berke- 
ey. 

the time, Dr. Twining, veteri- 
narian, was practicing out the Cutter Drug 
Store and also working for Cutter. One after- 
hoon that Otis had off accompanied Dr. 
Twining call Sanger treat horse 
that had stifle out. assisted Dr. Twining 
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the operation and while doing was 
bitten the horse. the way back 
town, after his experience with the horse that 
bit him, decided become veterinarian. 
feel quite certain that the decision was 
not prompted vengeance. 

Dr. Longley had previously desired be- 
come physician but his application had been 
rejected the College Physicians and 
Surgeons San Francisco because lacked 
high school education. 

With Dr. Twining’s help and encouragement 
applied for admission the San Fran- 
cisco Veterinary College. did not have 
the necessary finances, but Dr. Edward 
Creely, secretary the school, agreed 
admit him and allowed him pay for the 
tuition after graduation. 

After paying the rent that owed and 
storing his furniture, had four dollars and 
fifty cents left. This was not quiet enough for 
the railroad fare San Francisco. 

Nevertheless, leaving Mrs. Longley Fres- 
no, started out his journey become 
veterinarian. friend his who was the 
mail clerk the train placed him the 
mail car and covered him with mail bags. 
Merced spent 25c for his dinner and 
arrived San Francisco ready start his 
collegiate career with $4.25. 

After finding room boarding house, 
found employment club during eve- 
nings 25c hour. augmented his in- 
come working checker Saturdays 
and Sundays the Union Coursing Park, 
dog track Colma. 

started school June, 1902, graduating 
December, 1903, thus completing the re- 
quired two terms six months each since 
had been allowed some credit for being 
pharmacist. Incidentally, his was the last 
the two-year classes recognized the pro- 
fession. 

After graduation, Otis returned Fresno 
establishing his office for the first year the 
Patterson Building, which was the office 
the Livestock Journal, periodical published 
Doctors Twining and Blemmer. 


Gradually practice improved, due partly 
the death couple quacks; partly the 
leaving one the qualified competitors, but 
mostly Dr. Longley’s personal efforts. 
help matters, the Schmidt treatment for milk 
fever came out. first this consisted in- 
jecting potassium iodide and water into the 
udder via the teat canal, and this was fol- 
lowed shortly after inflating the udder with 
oxygen. His success created favorable im- 
pression. 


Dr, Longley was ever alert and abreast 
the times. was probably the first use 
the intradermal tuberculin California. (Cot- 
ton was the first use the United 
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States.) Prior this the thermal test was 
being used. The tuberculin used this 
time had been imported from France. came 
crystals and was dissolved water prior 
administration. 

Dr. Longley presented paper Los An- 
geles, around 1906, before the State Association 
recommending the use the intradermal 
method for official use. Though did not 
gain his point the time, continued its use 
his own practice. know now 
standard practice today. 

1906 became associated with Dr. 
Betzold, with offices Street. Shortly 
thereafter they moved into cottage but did 
not that time establish animal hospital. 
recalls that dogs were hospitalized for one 
dollar and fifty cents per week. 

1911 became associated with Dr. 
McKenna and later Dr. Woodside joined 
the firm which was known the Fresno 
Veterinary Hospital. 

this time their practice was considered 
one the largest the United States. 
extended over area from Merced the 
north Bakersfield the south, distance 
well over 200 miles. 

disassociated himself from the above 
hospital 1915. Leaving Fresno, joined 
the Western Laboratories Oakland, where 
became sales manager and had charge 
hog cholera serum production. 

remained here until April 1918, 
which time entered the veterinary corps 
November the same year, the conclusion 
war, but that short period time had 
risen from second lieutenant captain. 

Upon his return California, joined the 
Lederle Laboratories, and established branch 
office for them Jessie Street San Fran- 
cisco. The following year was sent 
Australia establish branch, but the day 
preceding his arrival law had been enacted 
prohibiting the purchase foreign biologics. 
His trip wasted, returned home. 

1921 purchased the exclusively small 
animal practice Dr. McCarthy Ful- 
ton Street San Francisco and turned his 
resignation the Lederle Company. The com- 
pany refused accept but instead retained 
him the capacity general supervisor. 
However, severed relations few years 
later. 

Devoting his entire time and attention it, 
developed lucrative and successful prac- 
tice the small animal field, even opening 
branch hospital San Carlos. However, 
1935 sold his interests. Dr. Northrup 
assumed the San Francisco hospital, while Dr. 
Jurdin took over the San Carlos plant. 

then entered the promotional and selling 
field for Vipack (Vitol) Company, owned 
the Ambassador Animal Hospital (Dr. 
McKenna) Los Angeles. His assignment 
over period about year permitted him

New Regulations Antibotics 
Milk 
The Food and Drug Administration has pub- 
lished new regulations prevent the occur- 


rence milk antibiotics and other drugs 
administered dairy animals. 


Under the regulations, such drugs may not 
marketed for treatment milk producing 
animals residues can found the milk 
more than hours after administration 
the drug, the time disappearance 
the drug from the milk has not been deter- 
mined. 


The new regulations also bring all dosage 
forms permitted drugs except products for 
infusion into the udder under requirements 
for label statements calling for discarding the 
milk for hours, whatever shorter period 
has been shown adequate assure that 
the milk free the drug. previous regu- 
lation requires similar labeling for certifiable 
antibiotics for intramammary infusion. 

Persons who will adversely affected 
that portion the new regulations pertaining 
certifiable antibiotic drugs have days 
which file objections and request public 
hearing. Except for any parts which may 
stayed the filing proper objections, the 
new regulations become effective November 
29, 1960. 


California Scabies Regulation 
Amended 


California has amended the scabies disease 
regulation, modifying the restrictions cer- 
tain classes cattle entering California from 
several western and midwestern states in- 
volved outbreaks the disease. 

Relaxation restrictions was made admit 
cattle the basis assurance state and 
federal livestock sanitary officials the states 
involved that the disease being controlled. 
The relaxation will apply mainly slaughter 
and dairy cattle representing types which 
the danger infestation California cattle 
minimum. 

The regulation, amended, requires scabies 
health certificates all cattle from Colorado, 
Idaho, Illinois, Kansas, Nebraska, Oregon, 
Texas, Utah and Wyoming. 

addition the health certificate, permit 
and treatment for scabies will required 
all cattle the beef breeds shipped for breed- 
ing feeding purposes from Baker, Grant, 
Malheur, Union and Wollowa Counties 
Oregon; Weld County Colorado and from 
the states Idaho, Kansas, Nebraska, Utah 
and Wyoming. 

The treatment for scabies not required 
for dairy cattle and slaughter cattle from these 
counties and states. However, permit and 
health certificate must accompany each ship- 
ment such cattle from these areas.
